Few have accepted the respon- 
sibilities they owe these soldier 
men in town. Now you have an 
opportunity to show how willing 
you are to do something for 
their comfort and entertainment 
during their leisure hours. 
..There will be considerable 

expense in decorating and fur- 
nishing the club-house (now the 
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**At the last meeting of coun- 
cil it was left with Councillors 
Higginson, Bvans and myself to 
meet with representatives of 
other organizations in town to 
see what wo could do about get- 
ting a recreation and reading 
room for the soldiers," stated 
Councillor Wm. Dixon at a town 
council meeting Monday even- 
ing. 

"On Tuesday night we met and 
formed a committee," said Mr. 
Dixon. "The boys from the 
camp like to get away from 
where they are disciplined all 
day long. Some of them arc per- 
haps not interested in going to 
Bradford. They would like some 
place to go where they could 
have a quiet read, quiet games, . 
or to write letters. 

"The only place the committee 
could see was the upstairs of the . 
town hall. They asked me if 
they cotdd gel permission from 
the council to use the town hall .

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"We are osked by the government to save our 

money to buy war certificates and otherwise help 
the financing of the war, yet the unrestricted sale

In fairness it should be pointed out that the 
government which asks us to save our pennies is 
not the government which encourages the sale of 
liquor and forever seeks new outlets and in- 
creased liquor revenues. But it is the sales-pro- 
moting government which is the chief critic of 
the war effort of the other government.

The people of Newmarket, we believe, take the 
attitude of Archbishop McGuigan that the pres- 
ent is not the time to increase liquor consump- 
tion. Increased use of alcoholic drinks will not 
contribute to the war effort. 

Archbishop McGuigan, we suspect, would take 
the same attitude against "unrestricted sale" even 
In peacetime, lor the church has never favored 
excessive use of alcoholic beverages. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Newmarket owes its status as a local 
option town largely to a clergyman, the loved 
Father Whitney, who secured in St. Patrick's 
ward three decades ago the majority needed to 
banish the saloons from Newmarket. 



not but expect some punishment. In the course 
of 24 hours on the witness stand in two days (14 
hours one day and ten hours the next day) he 
apparently contradicted, his own evidence and 
made such obviously rattled statements as that 
he had taken building material to Beeton on his 
ten-ton truck when it was really a one-ton truck. 
That would have been a real gruelling for any 
man, and for one having an imperfect knowl- 
edge of the language an ordeal under which it 
would be difficult to make a favorable showing. 
The court could hardly have done other than 
convict him, but let us remember that it is still 
possible that he was innocent of the charge of 
attempted arson. 

. While he is a naturalized Canadian citizen, he 
had the disadvantage of belonging to a race of 
which we are at present ready to believe the 
worst (although we do not generally consider 
them as stupid as we assume Tony Wolfe to have 
been in this sorry business). People were more 

anxious to give evidence that would convict him 
than evidence that would exonerate him. The 
scales were tipped against him.

At the same time, it is to our credit as a coun- 
try that a person of such extraction could at a 
time like this receive what must be regarded as 
a fair trial and a lenient sentence. ' 

Before long Tony Wolfe will be back in New- 
market to rehabilitate himself and re-build his 
business. We believe that Newmarket people 

will be ready to give him an even break (the 
war may be over by then) and in the meantime 
let us not be unkind to his wife and child. 



HITLER MISQUOTED ? 

When Hitler put on his uniform at the begin- 
ning of the war he said that he would not take it 
off until he had won the conflict which would 
determine the future of Germany or Europe for 
the next 1,000 years. In his speech last week he 
is reported to have said that events now in pro- 
gress would determine the future of Europe for 
the next 100 years. 

How are we to account for this conservatism? 
Does Hitler now assume that Britain and her 
allies will win, and that the peace they will 
impose will not have an influence on European 
affairs of over a century's duration, or does he 
still think that Germany will* win and, as a re- 
sult of his experience in keeping down sub- 
jugated peoples, does he now think that 100 years 
will be a long time for Germany to stay on top 
of the heap?

Many people who wouldn't like to admit that 
they were indebted to the C.C.F. assert that they 
believe in the conscription of manpower and 
wealth. It shows that ideas do get around. That 
particular idea was espoused and publicized by 
C.C.F. orators a few years ago. Now there is no 
one who will not agree with its soundness. The 
only hitch is that there is a little disagreement 
about the meaning of conscription of wealth. 
Some people contend that taxation now amounts 
to conscription of wealth, just as some people 
contend that the trainee scheme for men 21 to 
24 years amounts to conscription of men for 
overseas service. 

To our mind the idea is sound only as an argu- 
ment against the conscription of manpower. It 
isn't fair to conscript men to risk their lives and 
not at the same time conscript the capital of 
others who cannot fight, but it isn't practical 
to do that either. The idea is all right, but, 
unless unfairly restricted to idle money, it would 
mean the government assuming ownership of 
home* and businesses and all sorts of things that 
wouldn't be much help in winning the war. 

Nationalization of industry to attain greater 
war efficiency or as a peace-time social program 
would be a very different thing from the "con- 
scription of wealth." Heal conscription of wealth 
as an immediate war measure is impractical and 
without it the conscription of men L< unfair. 



COERCION 

. The death of Sir William Hearst, premier of 
Ontario during the Great War, has recalled the 
prohibition story. What happened in Ontario 
huppor*<] in most of the other Canadian prov- 
inces ami in the United States, and yet some 
people still think that prohibition failed because 
the police did not try to enforce it or for some 
other equally simple reason. Prohibition didn't 
succeed because there were a lot of people 
against it, some of them people who didn't want 
to be without liquor and some of them people 
who had never been particularly interested in 
the stuff before but who were out to show that 
they could not be coerced. 

The pendulum has swung the other way ond 
now alcoholic consumption on this continent is 
probably at an all-time peak. 

The pendulum will swing again and we may 
expect to see a great reduction in alcoholic con- 
sumption. Government educational campaigns 
for voluntary reduction of consumption would 
probably make America much drier than in the 
first blush of prohibition. 

Incidentally, it would be interesting to know 
how many people who are opposed to prohibition 
as n matter of principle favor conscription as a 
.result of some other principle.

Many Newmarket citizens will learn with 
regret of the conviction of Tony Wolfe on a 
charge of attempted arson. He came to Newmar- 
ket with practically no means and by Jfard work 
he, and his wife, built up a substantial business. 
Whatever mistakes he has made, it stands to his 
credit that he had made friends In Newmarket 
who stood loyally by him and believe in his 
innocence. A former mayor of the town and 
warden of the county provided bail for him and 
still believes him innocent. 

Tlte light sentence^ — a year and a half at 
Guelph Reformatory— is also to his credit and 
was imposed after the court had heard character 
evidence. The conviction was based principally 
not on any definite evidence against him but 
rather on his own conflicting and inconsistent 

statements, and for those statement^ even if he 

was innocent of the offence charged, he could

A member of the United States administration 
says that after the war Britain and the United 
States must police the world. How any respons- 
ible public man, and there are others both Brit- 
ish and American uttering similar opinions, can 
think that such a statement contributes to the 
winning of the war is difficult to understand. 
Surely wc haven't that much confidence in our- 
selves as judges and governors. If we had, the 
rest of the world has not. 

There is still nothing the matter with Wood- 
row Wilson's League of Nations if re-established 
along democratic lines. One of its principal 
defects the last time was that the most powerful 
victors were given permanent scats on the coun- 
cil, and they were so busy looking after their 
own interests that they couldn't agree on approp- 
riate police action when occasion arose. It would 
be even more difficult for two nations to rule the 
world. 

Anglo-Saxon assumption of infallibility or 
racial superiority would be just as mischievous 
as Germany assumption of divine approval. Wc 
too do things we shouldn't. Since the last war 
we have incorporated several mandates— territory 
which in theory we held in temporary trust— 
into the British empire. The United States con- 
tributed to the present war by her aloofness and 
isolationism. Even today the United States con- 
stitution prevents the administration from taking 
decisive action in world affairs. 

Woodrow Wilson's promise of government of 
the world by the world for the world was a 
mighty factor in the collapse of Germany ut\<i he-t- 
allies during the last war. The promise of a 
world policed by Britain and the United States 
will only stiffen the resistance of the German 
people and cool the enthusiasm of our non-Anglo- 
Saxon allies.

At the moment, however, wc are thinking of 
another group. The militia units of Canada are 
unsung workers for that same fine new world. 
Their devotion and sacrifice are great. The boys 
of the Queen's York Rangers (C company) find 
their own transportation to and from the place 
for drill, formerly in Newmarket, now in Aur- 
ora, and drill once a week without remuneration, 
in the hope that they will some day be useful to 
Canada.

Raymond Rowling, who holds the unlet* I can 
contract for the collection of gar- 
bage in Aurora, advised the town 
council on Monday evening that 
uaWus he obtained an increase in 
salary of SliJO he would be forced 
to terminate the contract. His 
present contract ut $1,200 was sign- 
ed in li>3$. 

Mr. Rowling by his contract pro- 
vides a dump suitable to the muni- 
cipality and supplies his own truck. 
gasoline, and labor. 

"Gasoline, wages, repairs and tires 
are all higher in price/ 1 Mr. Row- 
ling told the council. "I have cal- 
culated that an increase of $600 to 
brin:; the price to $t.SO0 for the job 
is the best I can do. If 1 could 
dump in town in the winter time 
1 could take $300 less or $l;b00, but 
it is a very expensive trip to the 
dump in the winter months.** 

"There is considerable merit to 
your claim and I feel sure the coun- 
cil is satisfied with your work, but 
you are sisking for a 50 per cent 
increase." said Mayor Frank Under- 
bill. M No matter how I feel in the 
matter I think we would have to 
call for lenders to justify an in- 
crease of this size." 

"Yes, tenders would have to be 
called for." said Reeve C. A. Malloy. 
"I know we appreciate Mr. Row- 
lings work but we could not raise 
his pay without throwing the con- 
tract open."

W. A. McCaffrey of Newmarket 
when she received a few pages out 
of the English magazine "Illus- 
trated," sent to her by a sister In 
the old country recently.

Ontario, and was keenly Interested 
in studying our farming methods."

Two pictures feature Arthur 
Charlton of Oakvillo loading hay 
and petting the horse that draws 
the load. 

The story' with the pictures says: 
"Among the troops now serving In 
this country are very many who 
huvo been brought up as farmers. 
Thus, when the time came tor 
them to take their turn on leave

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to spend the time on an English 
farm. 

"In fact, so keen were they to 
put in a little time working on the ; 
land that many of our farmers".. 
were sent a questionnaire which • 
went out to 14 counties, asking If . 
they would like to receive a Can- 
adian soldier for a few days as a 
working guest. And most of them 
jumped at the chance.

hints and suggestions. These Can- 
adian enthusiasts . take their own 
rutlon books with them when they 
go to our farms, and they both 
work hard and skilfully for their 
keep. N <

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On Oct. 16 and 17 the Audit 
Bureau of Circulations, of which 
this newspaper is a member, will 
hold its 28th annual meeting in 
Chicago. The Bureau b a co- 
operative and non-profit association 
of 2.CO0 publishers, advertisers and 
advertising agencies In the United 
States and Canada and is an im- 
portant factor in the progress of 
the advertising and publishing in- 
dustry. 

At the Chicago meeting the mem- 
bers will elect officers and discuss 
circulation methods and problems 
of mutual Interest. The objects 
and accomplishments of this associ- 
ation are of direct concern to all 
advertisers. 

Whether a business makes an 
annual Investment of {500 or 
$5.0CO,CO0 for advertising purposes, 

it Is, of course, desirable that the 
maximum value be obtained hi ex- 
change for the money expended. 
In determining the media and 
methods to be used, a careful 
study of values In tho light of 
existing, approved standards is 
essential to the most profitable 
results. 

The definite standards which 
adveitUers use hi evaluating news- 
paper advuitisho; are the result of 
the Audit tturcuu of Circulations. 
The liurcau, or A.B.C, as It la 
hotter known to advertising men 
and publishers, was established in 
191V Previous to that time the 
publishers of newspapers had no 
generally accepted ways and means 
of telling advertisers about their 
circulation. 

I« other words, there were no 
established standards for circula- 
tion values or accepted methods of 
verification of the circulation that 
publish^ claimed. The publisher 
who actually had a circulation of, 
say, 5.000 was at a distinct disad- 
vantage in meeting the claims of a 
competitor who might claim 5,000 
but really have only 2,500. 

In addition to wanting audited 
figures the advertisers of that day 
began to ask for other Information. 
Who xads the publication? Whore 
does it go? flow much do people 
pay for It?
